If 
the purcthasu of Mr. Hcnty Hughes had been 
really ft sudttlenttnnteotiont, aa hsd bean in - 
ainusted. thete wen abundant moans in the 
haudt of th* Iruateea foi proving thtva to be to, 
tnd for recovering poueuion of tho property. 
This hsd never been dune, tnd it wet clear un- 
dei the** circtioMtsncea that ihe KaBtaction* 
were twio Jhlt. Toe asms rcassn would apply 
with equal foico to lh* position of Mrt. Terry, 
wbrae claim bad, after Ihe motl minuiaeu- 
quiry. baaen so fully admitted, tbat tb* had 
been tuffcrrd [o prove against tht estate. St. 
fai from, the ecediton hiving had my right to 
ri-irapliin of a tola to Mr. Henry llughet for 
bill*— which everybody knew to b* the ocdinary 
way in which lalei in this eolohy were erfoctcd, 
It appeared Irani tha evidence that al the 
time uf ibe inaolreut'a examination, ihecaltl* 
were nnt worth non than one-third of what 
hU brother bad paid for them. The only mat. 
terwoithy of teriou a argument wat the story 
tuld by 11 cats, ii, which the otiiet side had 
made the giouudwoik of * charge uf delibersu) 
fraud. Tut* nun was, upon bis own showing, 
s most accompli. had acutmdrcl, *nd one who 
nrould be perfectly ready to engagn in the trtntt 
fillanoua liAnsiiclicaA : but in addition to ibis, 
lie was sulHclenlly contradicted upon (very 
point la which it hid bsei iiHtstary to con- 
tradict biro.

sion that he had been seiualtd by any such 
era. live. AVitb regard to the etone and timber, 
about which to much had been said, the sea] 
ilbel of the eeidtnee want to eaow, thet eub- 
eequeni to tbe inicvlvency, Mi.. Hugh, a bid 
paid for all the building which had been 
etrrled on, and for the loatettil* whloh bad 
been used in their erection, tab! lining tha ne- 
crstnry funJa from Mn.
